SETTLING DOWN TO WAR. 

The prevailing (one of the news 
from U.S. and Canadian colleges 
seems to indicate that they are at 
last settling down on a bona fide 
vartlme basis. After the long 
period of doubts and rumours and 
speculations as to the Imminent 
fate of the university in a national 
■war effort. Government and Facul- 
ty announcements have cleared the 
fog sufficiently to enable the aver- 
age student to perceive his own 
best course and to arrange his pro 
gram of action accordingly. 

This accomplished, the unlvcrsi 
tics are now deciding on the ad 
justments they will make to the 
change of atmosphere, with the 
purpose of reading the maximum 
possible assistance to the training 
of the Armed Forces and at the 
same time maintaining a nucleus of 
students in Arts. Meanwhile em- 
phasis is being laid on the practi 
cal side of the science and en 
gineering coursés. 
NEW COURSES 

This is the explanation of the ap- 
parent contradiction that In tho 
midst of falling enrolments and stu- 
dent ejections, of depleted faculties 
and militarized campi, new courses 
have recently been added to many 
college curricula. They cover a 
wide range of subjects, but the ma- 
jority are of a technical or military 
nature. 

The U.S. Army Is sponsoring 
a series of training programs 
In Meteorology at Auburn, 
specially designed for reserve 
officers . . . Yale is commencing 
courses In "Foreign Area Stu- 
dies" to train experts in various 
fields in the language, history 
and customs of those parts of 
the world which may be occu- 
pied by troops of the United 
Nations as the war progresses. 
The courses. are open to. college 
graduates In any suitable pro- 
fession . . . The University of 
West Virginia's department of 
Home Economics is offering a 
new "War Series" of eight 
courses Including training in 
Home Nursing, Practical Gar- 
dening, Poultry Management, 
Production and Milk Sanitation. 
SCIENTIFIC COEDS .... 

Women students are hitting tho 
headlines with new war instruc- 
tion designed for them. Engineer- 
ing classes are now encouraging fe- 
male enrolment, and at West Vir- 
ginia coeds are urged to take a 
course in Wartime Explosives. In 
Canada however this development 
is not to be imitated as yet. Tor- 
onto's Dean of Applied Science and 
Engineering regards women engin- 
eers as unnecessary, though with 10 
months training they may become 
technicians. He goes on to say 
"Most women feel that the demands 
of engineering arc loo violent."

Grants are Proportioned 

To Time of Army Service 


Toronto, January 21. — (CUP) — Students of Varsity who 
return to studies after eight months or more of military service 
will receive aid from the University towards the continuance of 
their courses. The payments will be continued for a period equal 
to that of the military service, and will be paid only to those who 
arc resuming studies, not to those entering college for the first 
time after serving in the army. 

It was slated that the payments* 
would be generous, but exact fig- 
ures were not given. The announce- 
ment was made by President Cody 
in the course of the Annual Report. 

The University of Toronto is 
pioneer in the subsidizing of slu 
dents whose course of study is in- 
terrupted by their joining the army, 
and these grants are seemingly not 
limited to any particular branch of 
learning. It was not slated whe- 
ther the move is a result of the 
inter-university conference held at 
Ottawa a short time ago. 

A similar scheme has been 
arranged by the Dominion Govern- 
ment for the restitution of former 
students serving with the forces to 
their Alma Mater. Under the 'Post- 
discharge Re-establishment Order' 
passed by Order-in-Council last 
year, single men will be paid up to 
nine dollars a week, and married 
men up to thirteen in order that 
they be enabled to continue their 
University educations. "Grants will 
be made to such persons as arc pur- 
suing vocational, technical, or other 
educational training, provided that 
the Minister (of Education) ap 
proves such training as being ad 
antagaous in the securing of em 
ploymc.it. and if a satisfactory pro. 
ficiency is maintained," runs the 
official release. 

• 

Regulations were also laid down 
governing the amount of time 
which may elapse between dis- 
charge and the resumption of 
studies. Fifteen months in the case 
of undergraduates, and as little time 
as possible are the requirements. 
These regulations were announced 
November 27, 1042. 



Moyse Hall will be the scene 
of a mass meeting today at 10 
a.m.

Dr. James said: "The students 
are worried about whether they 
should be in the services or 
whether they should be in tho 
University. After consulting 
with Dean Macmlllan I am call- 
ing a meeting of all male stu- 
dents in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science and such students in the 
early years of Engineering as 
wish to attend at ten o'clock 
on Friday morning in Moyse 
Hall to Inform them of this res- 
olution and to suggest to them 
strongly on behalf of the Uni- 
versity that those who are reg- 



istered in scientific fields and 
arc in good standing academic- 
ally should definitely try to 
complete the work of the pres- 
ent session In order that they 
can increase their competence 
before enlisting; and secondly, 
that all students in Arts and 
Commerce Divisions of the 
Faculty who are below the age 
of 19 can as long as they main- 
tain good academic standing 
serve their country better at 
present by completing the work 
of the present session before 
thinking of enlisting than they 
could be breaking off when 
they are nearly two thirds of 
the way through the session."

Economy Club 
Hears Jack 

Outlines Modern 
And Post -War 
Trade Trends 



Mr. Lawrence Jack addressed the 
Political Economy Club last night 
on the, topic of "Post- War Problems 
in International Trade." 

Mr. Jack found four fundamental 
problems to be confronted at the 
termination of the war. (I) How 
to distribute the monetary reserves 
which will havc accumulated In a 
country, in an unstable post-war 
world economy. (2) The problem 
of the "hot money market," that is, 
the control of sudden flows of capi- 
tal funds. (3) The chronic shortage 
of American dollars. (4) The long- 
run shift between the prices of 
primary products and of manufac 
tured commodities, which tend to 
run adversely to primary products. 
The chief reason for this is a rela 
tively an elastic demand for primary 
products, compared to an elastic 
demand for the latter. 

For instance, referring to Can- 
ada's particular position in the post- 
war world, Mr. Jack pointed out 
that since the chief Canadian exports 
consist of primary goods, and In

To John Daly, CBS newscaster, these terse 
words are tho signal for Ave minutes of ad lib- 
bins the news. They mean that atmospheric 
conditions have drowned out shortwave signals 
from Egypt, and the extra tlmo must bo filled 
with news material from CBS headquarters, 
New York. 

Daly usually receives such instructions while 
he is still on the air and far from typewriter 
or pencil. It is his job, based on his knowledge 
of news and. a recognized ability to talk clearly 
from notes at a second's notice, to fill ln those 
Ave minutes, 

From news on the ticker machines, • Daly 
prepares his notes, and plenty ol them, befpre 
he goes on the air In a CBS roundup period. 
If an overseas point falls to come ln, Daly is 
ready when a note is passed to him explaining 
how much extra time must be filled. Daly then 
starts talking from his notes, smoothly and flaw- 
lessly. 

His remarkable ability to ad lib on the air 
found expression on Columbia network's "Spirit 
of '41" and "Spirit of '42" programs, when Daly 
gave Columbia listeners on-the-spot descrip' 
Hons from United States military bases. It was 
also a requisite when he .was Columbia's "Presi- 
dential Announcer" and 1 accompanied President 
Roosevelt on' nationwide tours.

As soon as the Sir Arlhur-Currle 
Gymnasium was opened during the 
1039-1040 season it seemed that this 
magnificent building would be most 
useful to our war effort. Construct- 
ed for peace, it contained the most 
splendid gymnasium In Canada. 
When the projected wings are com 
pleled, it will contain a swimming 
plcted, it will con tain a swimming 
pool and added facilities. 

The gymnasium proper Is a large 
room 174 feet by 85. Besides this we 
find a large section divided into 
several squash courts, a room for 
boxing, fencing and wrestling, with 
locker room and showers adjoining, 
C.O.T.C. headquarters and mess- 
room, quartermaster stores, and 
several offices. 

Previous calculations had led the 
authorities to believe that a daily 
quota of 300 would attend the gym- 
nasium. Actual figures reveal that 
an average 1,000 students visit the 
building every day. (This Includes 
the military trainees.) 

The University has a staff in 
charge of the athletics program. 
This program, actually mostly gov- 
erned by the military trend, is 
somewhat adapted to the comman- 



dos tactics. Another extensive pro- 
gram, designed so as not to conflict 
with the studies of any student, 
contains a group of 23 different 
sports. The groups, divided so as to 
stimulate competition between the 
different companies and units, have 
representatives from the C.O.T.C, 
U.A.T.C., and other basic training 
companies. 

The organization staff has a rep 
resentative from every company 
Managers appointed for each sport 
or in charge of each team organise 
the leagues under the supervision of 
the Students Athletics Council. A 
group of 200 students thus acts in 
this capacity, either as managers or 
umpires, and docs a wonderful job 
ot it 

During the fall, soft-ball and 
rugby leagues were functioning. 
There was also a group addicted to 
soccer, and a large tennis tourna 
ment. These days, the students play 
basketball, hockey, badminton, and 
go in for several outdoor activities 
under the supervision of the Mc 
GiU Outing Club. Skiing accounts 
for many enthusiasts.- So do boxing, 
wrestling and fencing.

Sports have been suspended for the 
duration, some outside teams rep- 
resent McGlll. The Students have 
a team in the National Defence 
Hockey League, and the Red col- 
ours are also flying in tw.o Basket 
ball leagues.

WANTED-»A NEW MANPOWER POLICY 
The year 1042 has gone, and a new year of 
bitter struggle and encouraging prospects for 
victory dawns upon a world which Is mobilizing 
itself to blast the Fascist barbarians Irom the 
(ace of the earth. 

The allied victories in 1942 point to a de- 
cisive change in the balance of power in favour 
-■of the United Nations. The policy of the offen- 
Vrilye has finally been adopted, as evidenced by 
•' the Allied offensive In North Africa: the unprc- 
dented advances of the army of the U.S.S.n., 
up to now has fought almost .alone 
the combined military powers of the 
Axis and its satellites, and has proved beyond 
doubt' that the Axis can be defeated; and the 
offensive action in the Pacific war theatre. 
• These offensive actions will lie expanded in 
1943 by the coming of the long-expected second 
•front on the European continent, a task to 
. . which every Allied leader, except our own 
Prime Minister, has pledged himself. 

Canada must face the growing exigencies of 
war by mobilizing Its two major victory 
■weapons — manpower and production. The 
.•greatest problem, and the one which remains 
the bottleneck of Canada's war effort, is that 
of manpower. 

No -matter how Impressive our achievements 
may be, we will continue to fail to put out our 
maximum productive effort until we adopt a 
scientific, planned manpower policy. It was 
'due to the absence of such a plan that Elliot 
V Utile resigned several weeks ago. His resigna- 
tion revealed to the Canadian people that our 
Minister of Labour, Humphrey Mitchell, had 
.wrong concepts of total war and labour policy. 

The organization of manpower means the 
adoption of a military policy of selecting the 
? j Deeded military reinforcements by a compul- 
sory rational service based on the over-all 
needs of the war; it means taking labour and 
the farmers into full confidence, and giving 
their elected spokesmen representation on all 
1 Government boards; It means the rejection of 
•11 anti-labour policies, and the adoption of 
compulsory selective bargaining laws as the 
laws of the land; it must guarantee the high 
morale of our fighting men by providing them 
• with minimum life Insurance and annual allo- 
cations of war bonds; it must open the gates 
to the vast reservoir of woman-power at equal 
pay for equal work, by the establishment of 
day nurseries. In short, It means a centrally- 
directed administration of selective service 
under the direction of a man whom labour, 
employers and others trust, and to whom win- 
' ning of the war is supreme. 

The results of such a programme must be 
" to enable the man in uniform to fight with full 
confidence that his home and future arc secure, 
: and to enable workers to put everything they've 
got into production, Instead of being forced to 
fight their employers , at every turn for their 
basic democratic rights. 

The actions of Labour Minister Mitchell 
have shown that he has an entirely different 



concept of total war mobilization. His record 
has been one of mediocre performance, causing 
dissatisfaction at every turn of the production 
wheel. His resignation has been requested by 
every major labour body In the country. It 
should not be surprising that the present strike 
wave, which could easily have been diverted, 
has now taken place after a year of bickering, 
stalling, and unnecessary deadlocks. 

How docs this affect us directly, as students? 
Mr. MacNamara, the' successor of Elliot Little, 
and present director of National Selective Serv- 
ice is Mr. Mitchell's subordinate."* It was he 
who presented the "Status Quo" policy for the 
universities at the recent National University 
Conference at Ottawa. We must realize that 
the Inadequate mobilization of the university 
for total war Is linked with the Inadequate 
mobilization of the remainder of our man- 
power.

view of -the fact that their prices 
arc on the decline, Canada must re- 
tain her industrial machine to main- 
tain her standing of living. There 
arc likely to be excess savings over 
investments, which cannot be en- 
tirely absorbed In public works. 
These savings must be invested 
abroad. The difficulties to be faced 
in doing this, consist in political 
opposition to heavy foreign invest 
nient, and the risk of such Invest- 
ments in regard to adequate returns. 

Mr. Jack outlined several propos- 
als by which the above difficulties 
may be met. He discussed Fice's 
scheme for ' creating mutual trade 
accounts. Both bilateral and multi- 
lateral agreements would be made 
between nations, and Imports made 
on the basis of these accounts. Any 
excess credit at the end of a fixed 
time period would be . cancelled, 

Other schemes which Mr. Jack 
touched upon wero the Idea of an 
international clearing house, an Ex 
change Stabilisation Fund, and the 
re-establishment of the gold stand- 
ard. In conclusion, Mr.- Jack des 
cribed his own proposals tor the 
stimulation of international trade 
after the war. He felt that" efficient 



clarcd, and continued: "The trend 
toward the so-called practical edu- 
cation will be increasingly marked, 
as after the war young people will 
feel that they must stand on .their 
own feet more than ever." 

Referring to the proposed plan 
to limit the courses in the human 
itics after the war, he said: "You 
can't ration arts. The humanities 
must come back. They should be 
combined with the sciences, Instead 
of separated as heretofore."
